IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 


more Hill, Laurencetown, Co. Galway, sought 
} relief in connaction With a demand made on 
him by the 5 oni Commissioners for the 
| vayment of arréars of income “tax under 
Scheduls B oí the Income Tax Act, stated 
to be due by A former tenant, who had beea 
evicted from tend which was subsequently 
purchased by the plaintiff, Dolan. 
" Mr, Justice Meredith, in his judgment, 
said that the plaimtiff was the owner in fee- 
simple and the cecupier of the lands. of 
Sycamore Hill and ‘Tirocoaun. He pur: 
chased these lands from Major Pollock «in 
1924, and they were conveyed to him by an 
iridenture, dated the 27th June, 1924. The 
plaintiff then went into possession, and he 
' had since paid the income tax under Schedule 
K in respect of his occupation of the lands 
udor-the years 1924°25 and 1925-26, On the 
oceasion of his purchase he ascertained, as it 
was the custom to do, that all income tax in 
respect of the lands under Schedule A had 
been discharged up to date by the vendor. 
He made no inquiry—and his lerdship did 
not think it was the practice to make any 
inquiry—as to whether there were any claims 
outstanding in respect of income tax under 
chedule B. In March, 1926, the plaintiff re- 
ceived a letter from the Inspeetor of Taxes 
in Galway district, informing him that 
arrears of income tax under Schedule B in 
respect of the five years ending 5th Aprii, 
1924, amounting in the aggregate to the sum 
of £593 Qs. 4d., were outstanding, and that if 
the plaintiff did not. pay these arrears the 
Inspector would have no option but to re- 
cover the amount by distraint. The yee 
tiff was, of course, entirely ignorant of the 
claim or of its foundation, but he subse- 
quently ascertained that during the four 
years in question the lands had n in the 
occupation of a Mr. Butson, whose tenancy 
had. been detérmined by notice to quit prior 
to the sale. He also ascertained that Mr, 
Butson had died in March, 1924. 

If the: claim made against the plaintiff was 
sustainable, said his lordship, the matter was 
certainly a serious one for purchasers. They, 
however, could protect themselves by 
ascertaining from the Revenue Commissioners 
the position in respect of outstanding claims, 
not merely under Schedule A, but under 
Schedule B, and if there were claims they 
need not purchase. But a landlord had no 
such protection. Suppose a tenant’s lease or 
tenancy agreement expired, or suppose he 
ejected the tenant for non-payment of rent, 
and suppose the tenant left the premises with 
a large outstanding claim against him for 
arrears of income tax under Schedule B, the 
landiord then. in effect, immediately. became 
responsible. This certainly had never been 
the position in England, but it was con- 
tended on behalf of the defendant that even 
before, and now ceretainly since the Finance 
Act, 1923 (No. 1 of 1923), it had been so 
in Ireland. That this was not so in England 
was due to the fact that Rule 4 of the rules 
applicable to Schedule B, incorporated Rules 
1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 of No. 7 of Schedule A, and 
Rule 3 of these incorporated rules wag as 
follows :—‘‘ The tax on each assessment shall 
be levied on the occupier for the time being, 
without any new assessment, notwithstand- 
ing any change of occupation: provided that 
(a) an occupier who quits occupation shall 
be liable for the tax payable in respect of 
the period up to the date of his, quitting 
eccupation so far as such tax falls to be 
ultimately borne by him. (b) Nothing in this 
Act shall extend to authorise the levying upon: 
an occupier for the time being of any tax 
under this schedule which ought to have been 
levied upon, and ultimately borne by, any 
former occupier of the lands, tenements or 
hereditaments, and nothing herein contained 
shall affect any remedy under this Act for 
the levying of any such tax, or any portion 
thereof, from such former occupier,’’ | What 
Rule 4 of the Rules applicable to Schedule B 
did was to make this and the. other incor- 
porated rules apply in the case of Schedule B 
as they apply in the case of Schedule A, so 
that for the purpose of Schedule B the words 
“this schedule” in paragraph (b) of the 
péas cited refer to Schedule B. The case 
or the defendants rested upon the contention 
that paragraph (b) of the proviso cited was 
inconsistent with the special provisions con- 
tained in Part 9 of the Act, and consequently 
did not apply as part of the special code 
applicable to Ireland. 

aving examined this argument in detail, 
Mr, Justice Meredith said that in the present 
case the proviso in question “was an original 
qualification of Rule 3, and, if the proviso 
was not part of the special Irish code, then 
the whole of this rule must go with it. 
Similarly, of every other general provision in 
respect of which the proviso was an original 
qualification, 

For the purpose of this question it seemed 
to him that the proper way to look at the 
matter was to consider whether or not the 
proviso could he taken in detached form and 
inserted with the special provision—that was 
to say, in this case, Part J of the Act, not- 
withstanding the provisions of Section 186. 
No doubt, if there were any special pro- 
visions in Part 9 which would be stultitied by 
the proviso, the proviso would have to give 
way; but. although Mr. McCann referred to 
a number of sections with which he contended 
the proviso was inconsistent, he did not make 
it appear to him that, if the proviso had been 
originally included. in Part 9, the construetion 
of the special provisions would have presented 
any difficulty owing to inconsistency, His 
lordship was of opinion that effect must be 
given to the proviso, and that it prevented a 
levy upon the plaintiff of the arrears of 
income tax under Schedule B for the five 
years ending 5th April, 1924, which ought to 
have been levied upon, and ultimately borne 


by, the former occupier. 

It was contended, however. on the part of 
the defendants that, even if this were so. 
independently of Section 7 of the Finance 
Act, 1925, that section entirely changed the 
position. He had had an opportunity of seeing 
the judgment of the Chief Justice, delivered

QUESTION OF APPORTIONMENT. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The defendants in the case of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Ltd., v. Alfred George 
Hollinshead, Officia! Assignee in Bankruptcy, 
Henry Johnston, creditors’ assignee of the 
estate and effects of Robert Hamilton 
Edwards, bankrupt, and Mary Bridget Adam- 
son, appealed from so much of the order of 
Mr. Justice Meredith, dated 28th February 
last, as directed the receiver, C. L. Davidson, 
to pay to the plaintiffs the residue of the 
funds remaining in his hands after providing 
f. : the payment of certain sums mentioned, 
seeking to have that portion of his order 
reversed and a declaration made in lieu there- 
of that the defendants are entitled to so 
much of the funds in the hands of the 
receiver, the assistant manager of the bank, 
amounting to £1,949 Qs. 5d., being the net 
amount payable by Mary B. Adamson as 
rent of a house and premises at Castleknock 
as, on apportionment, would be attributable 
to the furniture, effects and implements of 
husbandry comprised in the lease under which 
the house arél premises had been held. 

In other words, the appellants claimed 
such portion of the money as was attributable 
to the furniture and effects, the letting being 
regarded as a furnished letting of the house 
and premiscs. ‘J°.c plaintiffs, on the other 
hand, claimed, as lessors, that they are 
entitled to the whole amount of the money 
collected by the receiver in respect of the 
rent of the house and premises. i 

Mr, F. FitzGibbon, 'K.C., and Mr. Newett 
(instructed by Messrs. E. F. Collins and 
Son) appeared for the appellants; and Mr. 
G. Walker, K.C., and Mr. V. Wilson (in. 
structed by Messrs. Maxwell, Weldon and 
Co.) for the respondents. 

The action. was brought, it appeared, in 
the year 1024, when the Munster and Lein- 
sver Bank obtained a declaration that a large 
sum of money which they had advanced was 
well charged by way of the equitable deposit 
of title deeds on certain lands belonging .to 
the bankrupt, Robert Hamiltou Edwards, at 
Castleknock, County Dublin, consisting of 
about 191 statute acres, on which there was a 
dwellinghouse named ' The Farm." Mrs, 
Adamson, who was added as a defendant to the 
action was lessee of the house, with 12 acres 
of the lands attached, She paid the rent 
‘under the lease to the Official Assignee up 
to November, and when she surrendered the 
lease in 1926 there was three years’ rent 
due. The receiver who had been appointed 
collected the rents. 

The net question for decision in the case 
was whether the assignees in bankruptcy 
were entitled, as against the equitable mort- 
gagees, the bank, to have the rent appor- 
tioned between the lands and the furniture 
and effects under the circumstances.

NO NEXT-OF-KIN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An originating summons was listed for 
hearing in the case of Harris y. Attorney- 
yeneral, lt concerned the estate of Mrs. 
Viniired O'Neill, who lived alone at 26 
Charlemont street, Dublin, and died on the 
29th March, 1922, aged 95 years. She was 
the widow of Henry O'Neill, a Crimean 
veteran, who had been a sergeant in the 
47th Regiment, and subsequently, for many 
years, a porter in the Coombe Hecpital. An 
order had been made for the administration 
of the estate and an inguiry directed as to 
the next-of-kip. The Examiner had found 
that there were no next-of-kin, and the case 
came before the Court for the consideration 
of the Examiner's certificate. 

Mr. James Herry, who (instructed by 
Messrs. Joynt and Crawford) appeared for 
Mrs. Annie Harris, of 435 Mary street, 
the administrator, said that, as there were 
no next-of-kin, the estate would go to the 
State. He mentioned that Mrs. Margaret 
Jacob, of 16 Bishop street, had attended the 
old lady, and had handed over to the 
salicitors a sum of £68 in notes which. she 
had found in the house, and a_ deposit 
receipt for £440.

MAYO BOARD OF HEALTH.

HOSPITAL OFFICIALS 
VINDICATED. 

Judgment was given yesterday, in Court 
No. 7, Dublin Castle, on the resumed hearing 
of the case of Sammon v. the Maya County 
Board of Health, which had been partially 
heard on Friday last by Mr. Commissioner P, 
Sag K.C., and Mr. Commissioner G. W., 
Shannon, K.C., Special Appeal Commis- 
sioners. 

The appeal was from the decision of Circuit 
Judge Power, Galway, sitting with a jury, 
in awarding the sum of £250 damages to the 
plaintiff and respondent in the case, Joseph 
Sammon, of Islandeady, County Mayo, 

The plaintiff, it appeared from the tran. 
script of evidence, had his leg crushed while 
driving home a load of hay. He was con- 
veyed to the County Home, where he re- 
mained for several weeks ‘under treatment. 
Finally the limb had to be amputated owing, 
it was alleged by the plaintiff, to the weg- 
ligence, want of care, and the insufficiency’ 
the staff in the hospital. The jury at Castle: 
bar found on the hearing of the case by the 
Circuit Judge, that there was not a reasonable 
number of nurses in the home. and. secondly, 
that the amputation of the plaintiff's leg was 
rendered necessary by the fact of want of 
proper care. ‘T'hey assessed damages at £250, 

aving heard counsel on questions of fact 
and law in support and agaist the appeal, 
Mr. Commissioner P. Lynch, K.C., gave the 
judgment of the Court. The Court below, he 
said, had found that the staff in the hospital 
was insufficient in numbers. to care for all 
the patients, and they (the Appeal Commis- 
sioners) would be very slow to interfere with 
that decision. The fact, however, that the 
staff was insufficient was no reflection on the 
members of the staff themselves. There was 
no evidence whatever to show that the nuns 
and nurses in ‘the hospital had been negligent, 
or were in any Way accountable for the very 
regrettable fact that the patient had to have 
his lez amputated. For that reason) he de- 
cided that the decision of the Court helow 
could net stand, and, accordingly, the Court 
reversed the decision of the Circuit Judge 
with costs. Mr. Commissioner Shannon, 
K.C., agreed.

They have a sort of Prologue in the Arts 
League of Service Travelling Theatre. A 
lady in picturesque domino comes before ‘the 
curtain, and most engagingly expounds the 
aims of the League, io referring to the 
bear features of the night's programme. 

st night at the Rathmines Town Hall the 
captivating Prologue informed the audience 
that they were going to present a little ba 
by the daughter of Sir F. R. Benson, whic 
they thought highly of, although it was not 
the sort of thing they usually produced. But 
ever the art of Miss Judith Wogan, Miss 
Miriam Elliott, Miss Norah Balfour, and 
“Miss Maria Plynge’’ could-give the dry 
bones of this little Whitechapel sketch no 
more than a thin vitality. It is a poor thing 
of conventions. Also there was Tchekov's 
‘‘Tragedian in Spite of Himself,”” which is 
virtually a monologue, ard not a great deal 
better than hundreds of the skits on hen- 
pecked hushands which fill half-columns of 
the desperately comic Press. Mr. Holles 
made Tolkachov as real as possible. 

The trifles were the best in last night's 
offering—little gems .of colour, ryhtmic move- 
ment, melody, and whimsicality. The Argen- 
tine Tango, as danced by Miss Elliott and 
Miss Balfour, was as different from an 
ordinary exhibition .of dancing as a pastel 
from a poster. Its brevity was a keen dis- 
appointment to the audience, who clamoured 
for more, and had to be satisfied with a 
repetition of the last few movements, 

Mr. Harradine and Mr. Holles gave us the 
chantey. “ Hanging Johnnie,”’ in gorgeously 
piratical costumes ‘with delightful by-play, 
and followed it with a folk-song, “The 
Carrion Crow.” By the way, why does not 
the League utilise some of the Ulster folk- 
songs, such as ‘The Stuttering Lovers,” 
“The Foot of the Sweet Brown Knowe,” 
and “I Know My Love '? Miss Balfour in 
anóther folk song, “The Undaunted Female,” 
was vivid humorous and altogether adorable. 
Miss Ellistt was the daintiest “ Simple 
Simon ” imaginable in a quaint version of the 
nursery rhyme, assisted by Miss Wogan and 
Mr. Harradine. 

Although the scenery and “ props” are of 
Elizabethan austerity, the costumes have 
been designed by artists, and merit all praise. 
They enrich the various items wonderfully. 

There was a slightly larger audience last 
night, and it certainly was most appreciative 
—never a misplaced laugh, and no ill.timed 
applause. And it was not the audience's 
fault that "Ida ’Arvey came to life again for 
a curtain call—an indiscretion one did not 
expect from the Arts League of Service.

BRI CHUALANN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISIT TIMES. 

Sirn,—As the controversy concerning the 
name of Bri Chualann is still in progress, 
some Acts passed in the reign of Charles II. 
make interesting reading. One is entitled 
“An Act for the better execution of His 
Majestie’s gracious declaration for the settle- 
ment of his Kingdom of Ireland, and satis- 
faction of the several interests of adventurers, 
soldiers and other subjects there.’’ Its main 
purpose is the confiscation of Ivish lands and 
theiy transfer to English adventurers and 
settlers. The last clause of an' amending Act 
(17 and 18 Charles H.) reads: “ His Majestie, 
taking notice of the barbarous and uncouth 
names by which most of the towns and places 
in his Kingdom of Ireland are called, which 
hath occasioned much damage to diverse of 
his good subjects . . . . and much retards the 
reformation of that Kingdom, for remedy 
thereof, is pleased that it be enacted... . 
that... . new and proper names, more suit- 
able to the English tongue . . . [be conferred] 
... on al” towns, lands and places in that 
Kingdom.” In other words, not only were 
Irish Iandowners to be driven out to make 
way for the English, but even the Irish place- 
names were to be exchanged for English ones, 
in order, I presume, that the new settlers 
might feel all the more at home in this new 
“English shire.” It was about this time 
that the name “Bray” first appeared as 
applied to Bri Chualann. i 

Some of the modern inhabitants of the 
town so love the land of their English fore- 
fathers that they wish to reimpose on Bri 
Chualann the name of an English town, 
chiefly remarkable for the facility with which 
its vicar changed his religious opinions to suit 
the various changes of Government. It is to 
be hoped that there will be found a sufficient 
number of persons in Bri Chualann who will 
show, by their votes in the coming plebiscite, 
that the Irish are now masters in their own 
country.—Yours, etc., :

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

In his annual report, Mr. W, Norton, | 
General Secretary of the Union, deals at 
length with the position of auxiliary and 
ten:porary postmen. ‘The Department,” 
he writes, ‘appears to be obsessed with the 
idea that very little can be done im the way 
of 1e-organising services in order to provide 
full-time employment, and thus the scandal 
of part-time labour still exists on a large 
scale. There are at present 2,532 auxiliary 
postmen employed by the Department, and 
1,049 allowance deliverers. ‘These officers 
are all emploved on part-time duties, and are 
engaged ‘n the delivery of correspondence 
containing money and other articles of value; 
and for this important work, which calls 
for honesty and trustworthiness, well over 
SH per cent. of these officers receive little 
more than £1 per week. 

“The continuance of this system of cheap, 
part-time labour is exposing these officers to 
most, unfair temptation, and the Union is 
loth to believe that the public have any 
desire to perpetuate this system, which 
cannot make for that efficiency and trust. 
worthiness which is so essential to the Post 
Office service.” 


NEWRY HOUSING 
SCHEME. 
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PROPOSAL TO EXPEND £11,000. 

At the meeting of the Newry Urban Coun 
cil on Monday evening, the question of ap- 
pointing a deputation to interview the Minis.

The Clerk said that if they got the loan on 
a 60 vears’ annuity basis, instead of on the 
usual 50 vears’ instalment principle, they 
could let the houses at 5s. per week instead 
of 6s. 10d., and he suggested that the depu 
tation should be approached to urge the 
Government to meet the wishes of the Council, 
as they otherwise would have to abandon the 
scheme |

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BARROW DRAINAGE. 

On the report, stage of the Barrow Drainage 
Bill a Governmen, amendment to Section 8 
was accepted. It provides that when all the 
works to bc seeuted under the scheme have 
been completed, and before the draft award 
s published, the Grand Canal Company may 
require that the compensation payable to 
them in pe poe of permanent injury to the 
navigation of the River Barrow and the canals 

mnected therewith shall be assessed, and 
that the question whether any permanent 
injury or benefit has been occasioned to the 
navigation shall be referred to the arbitration 
of a competent engineer appointed by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 

A new clause was added to the effect that

DETECTIVES’ . HAUL. 
| IN DUBLIN. 


SHOP GOODS SEIZED ON 
LICENSED PREMISES, 
——@— 


The robbing of goods trains travelling at 
night between Dublin and Mullingar last 
month was recalled yesterday, when a party 
of detectives seized a quantity of goods in a 
— Ah in Dublin. 

e robberies took place on the nights of 
the 8th, 9th, 15th ana 14th ot Aon The 
night goods train for the West of Ireland 
leaves the Nowh Wall at about midnight, and 
its destination is Athlone. 
_ During the journey the train stops at two 
isolated places between Enfield and Mullingar, 
and it is suggested that it was here that the 
robberies’ took place. ©The ds were re 
moved from the wagons and then taken bv 
motor lorries to Dublin and other places. - 

The value of the stolen property amounted 
to nearly £500. The goods consisted of cases 
of whiskey and wines, more than 100,000 
cigarettes, a large quantity o. tobacco and 
drapery goods, all of which were consigned 
to traders in the West of Ireland. . 

The Civic Guard traced the goods to Dublin, 
and, following up their investigations, Captain 
P. Ennis, Superintendent Cronin, Detective 
Sergeant Keating and a squad of detectives 
from the Detective Branch, Dublin, visited 
premises in Dublin. where, it is said, a search 
revealed a quantity of whiskey, wines. 
tobaccos and drapery goods to the value of 
£150, which are alleged to be part of the 
stolen property. 

While the detectives were searching the 
premises a crowd of five or six hundred people 
gathered outside, and, surrounding the three 
police cars, assumed a threatening attitude 
when the goods were being loaded into the 
cars. i 

The goods were brought to the Detective 
Branch, Great Brunswick street, where an 
inventory was taken. The holder of the 
licence for the premises and his assistant were 
detained by the police.

IMPROVEMENT JN ROADS AND 
HOTELS. 


In moving the adoption of the report at 
the annual general meeting of the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club, which was held in the offices, 
Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday, the Chair- 
man (Mr. Edward White) said that an in- 
creasing number of members had shown their 
appreciation of the advantages which the 
Club offered by the much greater daily use 
which was being made of it. The Committee 
felt that they had been fully justified in their 
action of reducing the town members’ sub- 
scriptions, and of abolishing the entrance 
fees of motorists wishing to join the Club 
who lived more than 75 miles from Dublin, 
while the new arrangement of taking mem- 
bers of the Club at £2 2s. a year without 
garage privileges had been very considerably 
availed of. 

The report would, he thought, show how 
very thoroughly the interests of members had 
been looked after. Anyone reading it could 
not, he thought, fail to see the daily untiring 
work of Mr. Sexton and Mr. Nolan Ferrall, 
their hon. secretary and hon. treasurer. 

ROADS AND HOTELS. 

The Club showed that there was every in- 
dication that increased interest was being 
taken in Ireland as a tourist centre. It was 
well to remind new members that the policy 
of the Club as the National Club of Ireland 
had always been one of encouragement in the 
use of motor vehicles and to induce touring 
in this country. Improvement in the roads 
and improvement in hotels had always been 
their chief objects, and it was gratifying to 
see that not only were these: matters now 
generally recognised as matters of the first im- 
portance, but also that there was af last a 
— hut very distinct improvement in the 
crmer. 

In regard to hotels, every help was being 
given by the Club to those hotels which had 
been officially appointed by recommendation 
and publicity. Much still remained to be done 
in regard to other hotels and to many roads 
in the tourist area. Their efforts in regard to 
both these important matters were carfied on 
with the cordial co-operation of the Auto- 
mobile Association, whose work in this 
country they all fully appreciated. 

He concluded by paying a tribute. to the 
work of the Civic Guard. 

TRANSPORT OF MOTOR VEHICLES. 

Senator P. J. Brady, in seconding,. re- 
ferred to the conference that had been con- 
vened with the various steamship companies 
in regard to transport of motor vehicles. 
The cross-Channel carrying companies on that 
occasion, he said, evinced a great desire to 
meet them. 

Referring to the roads, the Senator said 
that a vast improvement had been effected. 
and the roads to-day were in an excellent 
condition. They owed a great debt of grati- 
tude to the Government and local authorities 
for bringing that about. 

Speaking of the Traffic Commission, 
Senator Brady said that this body was deal- 
ing with a matter of very great importance 
to the whole Free State, and particularly to 
the City of Dublin. They all knew how 
acute the traflic problem had become, and he 
was sure the Commission would deal with the 
problem in such a way as to improve the 
traffic conditions. Rumour had it that there 
was a possibility of some very drastic con- 
ditions being laid down in the matter of 
driving licences. 

“I view with some alarm,” concluded 
Senator Brady, amid laughter, “' the possibi- 
lity of satisfying a medical gentleman as to 
my fitness to drive a car.”

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A JUDICIOUS FORM OF 

PROTECTION FAVOURED, 

VIEWS AT DUBLIN 
MEETING,

A judicious form of. protection was 
advocuted at the annual meeting of the 
Dublin Industrial. Development Associa- 
tion, which was. held at 3 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, last night, when the view 
was expressed that 99 per cent. of the 
opposition to protection came from the 
distributors of foreign goods, 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., was very 
definitely in favour of deliberate State 
action to foster and help existing in- 
dustries and to promote new industries. 
The education of the consumer and the 
rrotection of the producer, he said, must 
go hand in hand. He went so far as to 
say that a tariff might be deliberately 
placed in the way of the consumer buying 
in the cheapest market.

MANUFACTURERS’ POSITION. 


The report stated that there was not any 
serious decline in membership. Revenue was 
well maintained, and the number of show- 
cases displaying the products of Irish firms 
in the permanent exhibition of Irish manu- 
factures had increased during the year, and 
the number of interested visitors to the 
premises continued to increase. . Window let- 
tings had been most varied and attractive, 
and had brought satisfactory results to those 
availing of this excellent advertising medium.

' THE UNEMPLOYMENT FUND. 

The largest cecrease—that undér the head 
of the Ministry o' Labour—is due principally 
to a reduction of £407,000 in the amount of 
the equalisation payment to the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Fund. This arises out of a 
special arrangement with the British 
iSameary for the payment of equalisation 
grants to the Unemployment Insurance Fund. 
Owing to the abnormal rate of unemployment 
in Northern Ireland, the Unemployment In- 
surance Fund was not self-supporting—-that 
is, the amounts received from contributors, 
together with the State contribution, were 
not sufficient to meet the payment of benefits. 
The result was that a considerable deficit 
accumulated. The number of unemployed last 
rear was 60,000. It is now about 29,000, 

ut it will have to be further reduced to, 
roughly, 23,000 before the Unemployment ‘In- 
surance Fund will be self-supporting. The 
equalisation or this year is not likely 
to exceed £1,025,000. The total debt upon 
the Unemployment Fund at present is about 
four millions sterling, and it will take # 
considerable perio of good trade to wipe 
this off. The taxation in Northern Ireland, 
it 1s expected, will be virtually the same as 
that imposed by Mr. Churchill's Budget. 
Consequently the extra duty of 8d. per ib 
on tobacco will increase the reserve revenue 
in Northern Ireland, and so will the “ay- 
ment in one instalment of the income tax 
upon property. The ultimate result is ex- 

cted to be a larger contribution from 
orthern Ireland during the next twelve 
months for Imperial services. 
THE ENTERTAINMENT? TAX, 

It 1s hoped in the North that Mr. Pollock 
may find it possible to reduce the entertain- 
ments tax at least to the British level, al- 
though it would meet the general wishes :f 
it were abolished altogether.

Similar notes occur in chintz and cretonne 
for the covering of cushions, to be dis- 
posed on light wicker chairs, and for the 
upholstering of the canopied swing-seats 
that came into favour last year. Umbrella 
sunshades afford further scope for this 
overflow of colour notes from gay drawing- 
rooms. Clearly; the old Victorian patterns 
of flower-beds and parterres are no match 
for such designs, and fresh ideas in garden 
structure must accompany the adoption of 
the new note in materials. 


The Cathedral of Rheims. 


To-day M. Herriot, Minister of Public 
Instruction and Fine Arts in fhe French 
Government, will preside at the re-opening 
of the restored Cathedral of Rheims. 
Unfortunate as it is that one of the most 
noble examples of Gothic architecture in 
Europe should need to be ‘‘ restored,’’ it 
was almost miraculous that the work of 
the medimval craftsmen escaped total 
destruction during the war. Rheims is 
situated in the direct line of the approach 
to Paris. The actual battle-line impinged 
on it for almost four years, and few 
could have expected that the Cathedral 
would remain standing. The work of 
restoration, which has been carried out 
under the direction of the Department of 
Fine Arts, was made possible not only by 
the sums allocated by the French Govern- 
ment, but by private contributions at home 
and abroad, especially from the Rockefeller 
Foundation and from England and 
Denmark. The passing of the Monarchy 
in no way has affected the place which 
Rheims and its Cathedral hold in the 
tradition of the French people. The 
Cathedral was erected in the thirteenth 
century on the site of the basilica where 
Clovis, King of the Franks, was baptised 
by St. Remigius in a.p. 486. Here the 
Kings of France were crowned, in almost 
unbroken succession, from Louis IX., in 
the thirteenth century, to Charles X., in 
1825. Rheims has a solemn association 
with one of the proudest memories of the 
French people—the culmination. of the 
victory of St. Joan of Arc in the crowning 
of the Dauphin. The roof of the Cathedral 
was ruined almost completely by shell- 
fire, but the essential beauty of this great 
monument of the past will remain as a 
bequest to posterity.

In addition to these measures, he said, 
and in order further to assist the farmer 
to recover his economic stability, they 
doubled the agricultural grant in 1926, 
and had maintained it at the increased 
figure every year since. They had now 
before. the. Oireachtas legislation which 
would enable a Credit Corporation to be 
set up to make advances to farmers for, 
many purposes calculated to increase the 
productivity of their farms, including the 
construction of buildings, the. purchase of 
live stock, agricultural machinery, imple- 
ments, manures and feeding stuffs. .. 

It’ would be the duty of that Corpora: 
tion to give that sort of credit which the 
joint stock banks in the past had found 
rather unsuited. to their business—i.e., 


not one confined to the Free State. It 
was one which had occupied ‘considerable 
attention in the United States, in Ger- 
many, in Great Britain and in many other 
of the larger countries where agriculture 
was an important industry. In all of 
those countries difficulty had been found 
in - mobilising capital for agricultural 
advances. That was due to many causes, 
principally, perhaps, the difficulty of 
securing the advances by sufficiently liquid 
assets. It was to remedy that that the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation was being 
set. up, and the establishment of it upon 
a sound basis would be one of the“ most 
important works of reconstruction await- 
ing the attention of the incoming Govern- 
ment, 

While engaged on all those measures 
to foster agriculture they had not neglected 
the other forms of industria] activity in 
the country. From various causes their 
industries were getting gradually squeezed 
out—every ‘year they were producing less 
at home and buying more abroad. Certain 
selected commodities which were being 
produced at home were protected by 
tariffs. The results were not immediate, 
but even in the short time that had elapsed 
results had been achieved. Existing 
factaries had been enlarged and new 
factories opened, and it was estimated 
that employment had been found for 10,000 
additional workers, ' | 

MORE TARIFFS. 

They did not believe that they had 
exhausted the list of commodities which 
could usefully and economically be sub- 
jected to a tariff. The difficulty in any 
scheme of protection was to secure that 
the cost of living was as little affected as 
possible, and that the minimum disloca: 
tion was oceasioned to any form “of in- 
dustrial activity which, by reason of the 
materials employed or for other 
cause, experiences reactions from the im- 
position of a tariff on any particular 
article, Very often the reactions covered 
a wide field and discovered themselves in 
unexpected ways, 

Their pelicy was frankly a protectionist 
policy, but they had no intention of im- 
posing indiscriminate tariffs. They would 
protect those industries to which protection 
was necessary for their development, which 
they were satisfied could be efficiently 
carried on in this country, and which 
were capable of sufficient development and 
expansion to supply the home market at 
a reasonable price. They would see that 
undue hardship was not inflicted ón the 
consumer. To enable them to obtain all 
the information requisite for a thorough | 
consideration of each proposal for a new 
tariff they had set up a committee, con- 
sisting of three of their ablest civil 
servants, to examine al] the factors and 
to present a complete picture of each 
particular case. 

Interested parties—a. term which would 
(if the change appears necessary) be ex- 
tended by amendment of the Act to include 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce--would have ample opportunity of 
presenting their arguments. These would 
be carefully examined and thoroughly ex- 
plored, and when all the evidence had 
been sifted and al] the information 
weighed by this important tribunal, the 
case would come before the Government 
for decision on its merits. 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION.

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

No nation could be ‘free to work out its 
estiny at home unless its international] status 
nd integrity were safeguarded. That was 
he first condition. of “free national life, and 

e nations of the world maintained costly 
oreign services to secure its fulfilment. At 
ie Imperial Conference of November, 1926, 
he several States of the British €ommon- 
wealth were solemnly declared to be masters 
bf their own destiny in no way subordinate 
pne to another in external or domestic affairs. 
The United States Government, by appoint- 
ing Ministers Plenipotentiary to Ottawa and 
Yublin, had accorded definite recognition to 
the international] status of the Saorstát and 
Canada. 

Thus, the defences of our international 
tatus and of our national security have been 
leceeseed and strengthened step by step from 
LM of the League of Nations to effec- 
ive participation in the discussions of the 
imperial Conference and formal recognition 
xy one of the most powerful States in the 
world. It was to consolidate and to maintain 
those defences that the Department of Ex- 
ternal Affairs existed, and must continue to 
exist, as one of the most important elements 
in our State system. (Hear, hear.) 

The problem of the Gaeltacht was next re- 
ferred to, and he detailed the steps which 
had been taken to preserve the Irish language 
and to so've the economic problem in that 
part of the State. These things. he said, 
could not be accomplished at once. They 
would take time: The economic problem was 
a very old one, largely one of brutal facts, 
of bogs, of mountains and poverty of soil. 
It would newer. be solved by spectacular 
measures, 

The Government realised that it was a 
natural duty to assist that area to raise 
itself to an economic level. As long as it 
remained in its present condition the 
occurrence of a poor harvest would give rise to 
serious and extensive distress, which would 
have to be relieved to a large extent in the 
most uneconomic possible manner by doles 
and by hastily organised relief works. They 
had come to the cenclusion that the only 
economic way to face this problem, and the 
only way in which the various schemes could 
be satisfactorily co-ordinated was to place 
them under unified control. 

A NEW LOAN. 

One of the first tasks which would concern 
the new Goverument would be the flotation 
of a new-national loan. ‘They required money 
to carry out the various schemes of capita! 
expansion which he had outlined; to complete 
the Shannon scheme; to provide agricultural 
credit; to extend local loans; to continue the 
housing schemes, and to deal with the huge 
problem of which he had just spoken. They 
had already borrowed to meet abnormal 
charges. by ways and means advances, which 
had to be repaid, and they had to pay off 
the loan which they issued in 1919 to defray 
the expenses of their struggle for independ- 
ence. Whatever Government was returned 
would have to look for this money.

a working majority. 
The utterances of the various groups of 
Opposition candidates during the past two or 
three months, and, indeed, for a considerable 
time before it, disclosed that eventuality to 
be their ideal—that the iast thing any of them 
hoped for or desired was that they should 
be asked to take on the responsibility of go- 
vernment. If they had any such hopes or 
desives, they would have been more sparing 
in their,fantastic promises.

Mr. R. Mulcahy, T.D., said that in 1911 
there were 70,000 people living in 21,000. tene- 
ments in Dublin. That situation had existed 
for the last fifteen years. That was a national 
problem which, if not attended to, would 
prejudice the success of the country. In deal- 
ing with public health, they would have to 
go down to the bedrock, and deal with the 
children in the schools as well as with the 
housing problem.

VERDICT FOR SIR HENRY 
SAMMAN,

A verdict for the defendant, with costs, was 
returned by the jury at Leeds Aasizes to-day 
in the.case in which Robert James Watkin, a 
shipbroker, of pry cr mee sued Sir Henry 
Samman, Rart., of Willerby Manor, Hull, the 
well-known shipowner, for £1,350 for special 
services said to have been rendered. between 
1917 and 1922, outside the ordinary duties of 
his employment, The claim wae denied, 

At the opening of the case Watkin said 
that he had risen from office boy to chief 
clerk in the firm of H. Samman and Co., 
éhipbrokers, and was given a partnership by 
£1,000. The 
partnership was dissolved in 1921, and was 
followed by a dispute in 1923, when Watkin 
wrote making the present claim. Watkin had 
denied that he had intended to threaten Sir 
Henry by forcing him into court in respect to 
payments made to a woman by whom Sir 
Henry, as a young man, had had a child. He 
had no sinister motive in making a reference 
in a letter to the payment of £55,000 to the 
Lloyd George Fund in connection with Sir 
Henry's Baronetcy. 

DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 


Giving evidence to-day, Sir Henry Samman : 


said, in examination by Mr, S. NN 
Mortimer, K.C., that Watkin had nothing to 
do with the conduct of his investments or 
the management of his estates. 

Asked if he ever entrusted Watkin with 
the purchase of shares, Sir Henry eaid 
“Oh, dear, no, I know too much to entrust 
a boy like that with such affairs. He had 
the capacity certainly to buv a red herring. 
I often wondered if he were nosiag about the 
office into my affairs.” 

Counsel—Did you ever request him to 
arrange for the transfer at the bank of 
£35,000 in connection with the baronetcy’ 

Sir Henry—lIt is absolutely untrue. It was 
certainly not a thing I shoald have gone 
shouting about. Contining, witness said 
that he did not request Watkin to write 
letters in respect to the conferring of the 
baronetcy before the bestowal, but he may 
have written some letters in reply to con- 
gratulations. 

gre ay by Mr. Burnand, Sir Henry 
denied thah he discussed the probable be- 
stowal of a knighthood which materialised 
into a haronetcy. The gift of £1,000 to 
Watkin and a share of a partnership was not 
in recognition of his high appreciation of his 
services, but because, owing to the war and 
shortage of staff, it was a question of either 
having a partner or shutting up shop. He 
agreed that he had put Watkin into his 
will for £1,000, but he never told him of it, 
and did not know how he got to know it. 
He put him in the business because his son 
had come back from the war badly smashed 
up after two years’ service. If Watkin had 
heen entitled to anvthing, he would have paid 
him, as he would to-day, but he was not to 
be ‘bluffed. 

“COWARDLY AND DISGRALEFUL.'' 

Addressing the jury for the defenflant, Mr 
Mitchell Innes,- K.C., said that Sir Henry 
would he one of the last men in the world 
to launch a suggestion without cause, of a 
charge of conduct amounting to what was 
known as blackmail. The innuendoes 
that had been referred to in evi- 
dence had not heen raised in that 
court by plaintiff, but had been put 
forward in a document. They were cowardly 
and disgraceful suggestions, connected 
quite clearly with matters which it would be 
painful to any man to have made public, and 
on which it might be calculated that silence 
would be bought at a price. It was true that 
when a young man Sir Henry Samman 
became the father of a child by his | »use- 
keeper. What could be worse than fear fol- 
lowing a disclosure of this old indiscretion 
after a long marriage? A weaker man might 
have heen cowed, and it required » man of 
courage and constancy to stand up against, it. 
In respect’ of the Baronetcy, it was thought 
that sooner than be laughed at he might be 


| willing to pay. 


Mr. Burnand, for Watkin, said that it was 
defendant’s ‘counsel who had suggested that 
Sir Henry had bought his Baronetcy, and it 
was the defence who had brought into the 
case the much more painful incident that had 
been referred to.

LORRY DRIVER ACQUITTED 
OF FURIOUS DRIVING. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

A youth named Thomas Proctor entered a 
plea of “ not guilty ” to a charge of having
